Yot they attack golf jauntily. and-sirily 
and it aggravates them-to digoover that it 
requires study like everything clsc. - No 
game appears so casy to tho bystander as 
golf, and the error which prevails about it 
among unknowiuy foik is as auivoreshes ia 
that of admirers of Sheridan concerning 
the productions of his genius. Sheridan's 
bon mats, his verses, his spgeches,. and his 
comedies, have the atemp of brilliant scin- 
tilletions of an cvery-day wit. Yet we know 
that Sheridan laboured and worked ap.and 
polished every witty saying, every brilliant 
metaphor, every dainty conceit, with hard 
and patient drudgory, and if tho evidence of 
his biographer is not suiiisient to establish 
thie, we may refer to the blutied, deleted, 
corrected copies of his manuscripts. But 
what inteusities the aggravation of the golf- 
ing neophyte is that it isa game ia which 
progress may paradoxically be deseribed as ! 
advancing backwards. Hestartsat it almost 
carelessly, confident that his training in 
cricket or shooting will help him at a jamp 
overthe lower runge of the ladder, and after 
his first essay charactorises the game as ridi- 
| oulousty easy, for he did not break a club 
at his first drive off, and the luck which is 
proverbially said to wait upon the inexpe- 
rienced did not alluw him to be subsequently 
bunkered. But the next day in driving off 
he chips the turf up or breaks his weapon 
instead of hitting the ball, and he gets 
* bunkered,’ and the day ofter he goss from 
bad tu worae, and then the aggravation sets 
in with full fore , and he becomes convinced 
that.the game wania learning, and the exer- 
cise of all thoso faculties which alone can 
meke lenrning succossful. 

Of all pastimes, except perhaps boxing, 
golf is that which moat imperiqusly de- 
mands the retention of equanimity. Of all 
pastimes it is the one which most spura the 
faclings to walk-abroad in tha clothes of 
wtopsrliamentary speech. The golfer, likethe 
boxer, who loses his temper is lost. Awsy 
fly club heads, up dash turf and aand and 
atone, wildly and-aimlesaly carcera the bull 
sbout.the putting green ; and then the ex- 
cricketer, or what not, although he knowa 


that no man can learn to play properly 
unter ten years is rabbisk, discovers that 
no map, simply on the atrergth.of being o 
good:shot;-or-a good billiard player, or-a 
good crigketer, need count @pon emerging 
at once as 2 good golfer,.! Nor does the 
aggravation cease with vanquishing tho ih- 
itis]. difflouliica of the game, Tho word

tien of the keenest sort, and if there sre 
sermous'in stones, very assuredly there.are 
lessons upon vanity and vexation of spirit‘in 
the turf of the putting green, A. hrilliant 
drive or two—the vory acnsations of which 
sre worth living for—raise aur hopes to & 
lofty pitch. - The ‘bogie’ for the hole,

SOME STRANGE MAYORS. 


It is said that when Queon Elizabeth, on 
, one of her stately progrosses, came to 
Coventry, the Mayor, duly anpported by 
attendant aldermon, wolcomod her Majesty 
With the following cffusion :— s 
* Wo Mon of Coventry 
Are very gind to nea |” s 
Your Royal Majeaty : 
Good Lord ! bow fair yo ba!” 
To which the Queen roturnod the gracious 
‘pmewer : 
* My Royal Majesty 
Is vory giad to see 
Yo Men of. Coventry: 
Good Lord: what fools ye be!" 
‘This was not the only occasion on which a 
mayor of Coventry distinguished himself. 
A fow years later on, in the course of 
another tour through England, soon 
after the dofost of the Spanish Armada, 
tho Queen ayain come to Coventry. On 
her doparturo the mayor, with the best 
intentions in the world, remarked, ‘ When 
the King of Spain attacked your Majesty, 
egad, he took the wrong sow by the ear.” 
Tho anawor of the ‘ wrong sow’ is-not ro- 
corded. This samo worthy still furthor 
mat his foot in it by bogging to have ‘ the 
onour to attend her Mujesty as for as the 
gallows,’ which bappened to stand about a 
mile out of the town. 

No one has avor ventured to donbt the 
loyalty of English mayors, From the daya 
of that very enorgetic Lord Mayor of 
London, Sir William Walworth, who smote 
down the rabellious Wat Tyler in the 
presence of the monaroh, the heads of 
English municipolities have uazelly beon 
atrong supporkars of the Throno and the 
Constitution, But discretion has not al- 
ways gone hand in hand with loyalty. In 
tha reign of Charles I., a mayor of Norwich 
aout @ follow to prison for saying that the 
Prince of Wales was bora without a shirt. 
Other qualities besides discretion have 
gomatimes beer locking, A Mr William 
Walker, Mayor of Leicester, was knighted 
by George IV., and tho first document 
which he signod after receiving the accolade . 
je anid to havo borne the following eig- 
nature: —‘Sir William Walker, Night 
Mare,’ ; 

‘Another Georgian mayor of ome interest 
was bis Worship of Weymouth, who, when 
George IIL. visited the watering-place soon 
after his recovery from his firat attack of 
illness, came with sundry burgesses to 
present o congratalatory address to his 
Majesty. At the conclusion of the care. 
mony the party requested leave to kise 
hands. Permission was accorded ; but the 
Mayor ghocked the Court by advancing in 
a common way, says Miss Burnoy, who 
tells the story, ‘to take the Qusen'a hend, 
as he might that of any lady mayoress,’ 
and Colonel Gwynn, a mombor of tho 
King’s suite, whispered, * You mast kneal, 
gir!’ ‘fhe Mayor, however, ignored the 
hint, snd scinsed the Queen's band erect. 
‘Ae ha retired the Colovel again said, 
©Yoa should have knelt, sir!’ ‘Sir,’ ra- 
plied tholpoor Mayor, ‘ I cannot.’ ‘ Evary- 
body does ao. ‘Sir, I luve a wooden 
leg.’ Tho oxcusc in this case was thof- 
oughly sound, but the abaurd part of the 
Dnsinesg was that all the rest did likowisa, 
taking the somo privilege without the same 
or any other excuse, 

The ‘real mayors have exhibited little 
eccentricities and humours from time to 
time, but a strangor assortment of fanc- 
tionaries is to be found among the eham 
mayors. Tha ceremonies connected with 
the election and installation of these 
worthies were in most cases little but 
buffoonery pure and simple, while in others 
the history of the election of a mock mayor 
ignot withont o serious interest. There 
was, for example, the mock mayor of New- 
eastlo-under-Lyme, whose election origin. 
ated in a protest by tha burgesses of that 
town againat the action of the Corporation 
in usurping the power of electing the 
mayor, which, by charters of Henry I, 
confirmed by later Soversigns, was given 
to the burgesses ab large. The election of 
these sham dignitaries seams not onfre- 
quently to have been conneoted, in the first 
instance, with a protest of somo kind. 
One of the suburbs of Bath, Weston, uned 
to elect annually a mock mayor, and this 
performance is said to have™ been, at least 
originally, a protest against the exclusion 
of tho place from the privileges of tha city.

ather mock mayora there wero thet Mayor 
-of Falmouth, who thanked God when the 
gaol was enlarged,’ the Mayor of Calenich, 
‘who walked two oiled to ono ride,’ and 
the ' Mayor of Gantick, who was wise for a 
Yong day and then dicd of it.’ Tho func- 
tions of the last-named were similar to 
those of his brother of Halgaver, aud hie 
pathetic history has been graphically nar- 
rated hy Mr Quiller Couch in his hook of 
coe called ‘Nozghts and Crosses.’— 
ie.
